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It  is  with  regret  that  some  of  the  history  is  missing  from  this  book.  Des¬ 
pite  this  faet,  we  can  preserve  enough  through  this  genealogy  that  will  be 
beneficial  to  our  present  generation  anti  those  following.  Had  I  known  fifty 
years  ago  that  I  would  be  writing  a  genealogy  of  the  Buck  family  I  could 
have  made  this  one  much  more  interesting  as  my  parents  talked  a  great  deal 
in  the  presence  of  us  Children.  But  in  our  early  years  we  grasp  it  easily  and 
expect  to  always  retain  it.  Many  of  you  who  have  assisted  me  in  this  work 
have  learned  this  is  a  mistake.  Now  since  it  has  been  delayed  so  long  it  is 
impossible  to  ascertain  an  accurate  account  of  all  who  in  some  way  are  re¬ 
lated  to  this  family.  In  Franklin  Grove,  Illinois,  there  is  a  family  whose 
father,  John  W.  Buck,  came  from  Virginia.  Although  we  could  not  make  a 
direct  contact,  I  urged  that  the  children  be  included  in  this  genealogy,  but 
they  thought  differently.  In  my  deep  interest  in  this  work,  I  wanted  to  be 
sure  nobody  by  the  name  of  “Buck”  was  omitted.  So  I  would  courageously 
get  in  touch  with  them  through  the  pen.  I  sent  a  letter  to  John  Buck  in  St. 
Louis,  Missouri.  At  that  time  I  was  searching  an  inlet  to  Uncle  Tobias’ 
family  and  I  felt  very  definitely  he  would  be  of  that  family.  In  a  few  days 
I  received  a  reply  saying,  “I  am  not  familiar  with  any  of  the  persons  whose 
names  you  mention;  I  am  from  Virginia.”  He  was  on  the  Police  Force.  To 
ascertain  whether  we  were,  or  were  not  in  relationship,  I  sent  a  letter  to 
Pearl  Buck  who,  as  you  know,  has  written  several  books.  She  sends  this 
reply:  “Pearl  Buck  is  not  my  real  name,  it  is  my  pen  name.”  Then  another 
person  came  to  my  mind:  What  about  Frank  Buck,  “the  man  who  brings 
them  back  alive?”  I  didn’t  venture  that  far  in  the  depths.  But  don’t  you 
think  we  could  slip  back,  imaginatively,  to  Edward  “Bok”  (Buck),  a  liter¬ 
ary  man  and  for  many  years  editor  of  the  Ladies  Home  Journal,  for  a 
person  worthy  of  note  for  our  book? 

It  seems  difficult  to  identify  our  forefathers  with  the  exact  country 
from  which  they  immigrated  to  America.  According  to  some  historians, 
they  left  Holland  and  Switzerland  in  the  seventies.  One  of  our  cousins  sug¬ 
gested  Alsace-Loraine.  Then,  too,  Germany  at  that  time  was  very  popular. 
Be  all  this  as  it  may,  they  were  of  one  mind.  They  all  chose  for  permanency 
the  Middle  District  of  Pennsylvania,  viz.,  the  Warrior’s  Mark  Valley,  in¬ 
cluding  Huntington  and  Blair  counties.  However,  in  the  eastern  part  of 
Pennsylvania  there  is  a  county  having  the  name  “Bucks.”  As  for  beauty,  I 
have  heard  high  praises  and  many  persons  of  note  live  there.  It  is  the  home 
of  Pearl  Buck.

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In  my  father’s  home  there  was  a  German  Bible  which  was  printed  in 
April  17,  1781.  At  his  death  I  beeame  the  possessor  of  this  Bible.  There  is 
no  name  in  it.  Can  we  assume  it  formerly  belonged  to  our  great  grandfather, 
Christian  Buck,  as  per  first  page  in  the  book?  If  I  can  trust  my  memory  I 
will  say  I  think  Grandmother  Spanogle  Buck  used  the  “Pennsylvnia 
Dutch,”  which  was  far  from  the  German  dialect.  But  my  parents  were  not 
very  adept  at  speaking  it. 

The  leather  binding  of  the  German  Bible  is  in  good  condition,  but  the 
inside  pages  are  very  easily  crumbled.  1  also  have  the  Ilenry  Buck  family 
Bible,  printed  in  1854,  in  my  care  —  just  one  hundred  years  old.  Years  ago 
it  lay  on  the  table  in  the  parlor,  but  I  have  it  on  a  dictionary  rack  and  have 
it  open  all  the  time.  It  is  in  fine  condition.  At  my  death  I  request  it  be  taken 
to  Manchester  College  and  placed  in  the  Seminar  room,  where  many  books 
arc  placed  for  preservation. 

One  very  commendable  characteristic  of  the  Buck  ancestry,  they  were 
very  religious.  Jacob  Buck  was  a  minister  and  organized  the  Verdigris 
church  which  is  located  seven  miles  northwest  of  Madison,  Kansas.  In  the 
Abram  Buck  family  Uncle  Jacob  was  a  minister;  he  had  a  grandson,  Ralph 
Waldo  Quakcnbush,  who  was  a  minister,  and  a  great  grandson,  Ralph  0; 
Flory  is  now  in  Manchester  College  preparing  for  the  ministry.  My  father 
was  a  deacon.  Their  integrity  was  unquestioned,  and  today  the  person 
bearing  the  name  “Buck”  is  highly  esteemed.  Let  us  therefore  perpetuate 
this  high  and  noble  life  of  our  forifathers  and  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  same 
faith  of  those  who  fought  the  good  fight,  who  finished  the  course,  who  kept 
the  faith  and  are  now  wearing  the  crown  of  righteousness.  It  has  been  said, 
“Nothing  in  the  world  has  done  more  to  make  this  a  Christian  nation  than 
the  religions  of  our  forefathers.” 

In  the  Pine  Creek  Church  of  the  Brethren  cemetery  four  miles  cast  of 
Polo,  Illinois,  we  find  the  following  who  are  laid  to  rest:  . 

Abram  and  Mary,  parents;  Hannah  and  Sarah,  children.  Also  an  infant 
of  Abram  and  Mary.  Mary,  wife  of  Ilenry  Buck,  and  their  daughter  Sarah 
Ida. 


FRANKLIN  GROVE  CHURCH 

In  1845  the  Franklin  Grove  Church  formerly  known  as  the  Rock  River 
was  the  second  to  be  organized  in  Northern  Illinois,  with  13  charter  mem¬ 
bers.  They  erected  the  first  Brethren  meeting  house  20x30  at  a  cost  of  $700. 
This  being  a  central  place  of  worship  increased  to  a  total  of  forty-two  in 
1851.  It  was  a  growing  congregation  and  in  1862  it  became  necessary  to 
erect  a  new  house  35x60.  This  house  remained  until  1926  when  it  was  razed 
and  a  new  building  in  Franklin  Grove  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $30,000.00. 
They  are  still  going  strong. 
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PINE  CREEK  CHURCH 

The  Pine  Creek  Church  near  Polo,  Illinois  was  organized  in  1858  and  at 
this  time  Abram  Buck,  Benjamin  Kessler  and  Daniel  Price  were  chosen  as 
deacons.  William  Funk  deeded  two  and  one-half  acres  of  land  to  the  deacons 
who  served  as  trustees  also,  for  a  church  site,  and  a  brick  house  was  erected. 
This  house  remained  for  thirty  years  when  it  became  unsafe  and  was  re¬ 
placed  by  a  new  one  on  the  same  site.  In  1907  the  second  house  was  remod¬ 
eled  installing  Sunday  school  rooms,  furnace,  etc.  and  is  still  in  use.  This 
was  the  church  home  of  the  Abram  and  Mary  Buck  family.  In  1883  Sun¬ 
day  school  was  first  held  in  the  Pine  Creek  Church.  Henry  Buck,  being  a 
strong  advocate  of  a  Sunday  school,  was  chosen  as  the  first  superintendent: 

I  close  this  preface  by  saying  I  am  deeply  in  debt  to  many  of  my  cousins 
who  manifested  so  earnest  an  interest  in  this  book.  Your  cooperation  is  of 
inexpressible  worth.  To  compile  some  of  the  families’  history  required 
a  great  deal  of  time  and  exertion  and  sometimes  was  done  under  disad¬ 
vantages  in  the  home.  It  is  impossible  to  tell  you  the  preciseness  that  this 
work  required.  One  letter  or  figure  wrongly  placed,  especially  a  figure, 
would  be  appalling.  So  I  am  hoping  it  will  meet  your  expectations  and  mine 
and  be  void  of  any  error.  I  am  mailing  these  books  to  you  without  any 
obligation  on  your  part.  To  have  gotten  to  know  you  is  sufficient  recom¬ 
pense  for  me. 
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This  history  of  the  Spanogle  family  is  copied  directly  from  the  book: 
“History  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  of  the  Middle  District  of  Penn¬ 
sylvania.”  According  to  this  history  they  at  one  time  lived  at  Warrior’s 
Mark  Valley  in  and  near  Warrior's  Mark.  Tyrone,  etc.,  Huntingdon  and 
Blair  counties. 

GEORGE  SPANOGLE 

John,  one  of  three  sons  of  George  Spanogle,  who,  with  his  family  mi¬ 
grated  from  Holland  to  America  some  time  before  the  Revolutionary  war. 
They  landed  in  Baltimore,  where  soon  after,  the  husband  died.  Two  of  the 
sons  went  South.  John  and  his  widowed  mother  came  to  Huntingdon  Coun¬ 
ty,  Pennsylvania,  where  John  married.  Afterwards  they  settled  at  War¬ 
rior’s  Mark  (then  called  Spruce  Creek).  He  served  in  the  army  during  the 
Revolutionary  War,  returned,  prospered  in  farming  until  he  owned  three 

farms.  His  mother  married - Ncarhoff,  at  Warror’s  Mark.  To  John  and 

his  wife  were  born  ten  children  namely,  — Elizabeth,  who  married  Joshua 
Cox;  Nancy,  who  mariied  David  Burkett;  and  Catherine  who  married 

- Stevenson.  Andrew  was  the  only  son  who  located  near  home.  The 

others  are  not  known.  John  united  with  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  in 
Warrior’s  Mark  congregation,  was  called  to  the  ministry  there,  and  perhaps 
was  the  first  minister  in  that  congregation.  He  died  at  the  age  of  93. 

JOHN  SPANOGLE 

Andrew  Spanogle,  son  of  John  Spanogle,  of  Warror’s  Mark,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  was  born  December  22,  1790.  His  education  and  advantages  were 
meagre,  yet  through  patient  study  of  the  Bible,  he  became  well  versed  in 
the  Book.  He  was  a  contractor  and  erected,  in  1838,  the  stone  church  now 
standing  in  Germany  Valley.  He  was  united  in  marriage  with  Catherine 
(nee  Long)  Lutz,  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  living  in  Ger¬ 
many  Valley.  To  them  were  born  eight  children — Jacob,  Andrew,  John, 
Catherine,  Samuel,  Mary,  Ann  and  David.  Mary  was  the  wife  of  Abram 
Buck.  It  is  probable  that  he  united  with  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  in  the 
Aughwick  congregation.  Here  he  was  called  to  the  ministry,  Inasmuch  as 
he  was-  able  to  speak  in  either  the  German  or  English  language  fluently,  he 
went  through  the  churches  in  Western  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Maryland  on  preaching  tours.  He  was  bishop  of  the  home  congregation  for 
many  years.  He  died  August  8, 41876.  Interment  in  the  Germany  Valley 
Cemetery.  1 
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ANDREW  SPANOGLE.  SR. 

Andrew  Spanogle,  Jr.,  son  of  Andrew  and  Catherine  (nee  Lutz)  Span- 
ogle  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  and  he  a  bishop,  was  born 
at  Newton  Hamilton,  Huntingdon  County  (Pa.)  in  1822.  His  education  con¬ 
sisted  of  what  the  Shirleysburg  common  school  afforded  at  that  day.  He 
was  engeged  in  farming,  mercantile  and  milling  business  during  his  life¬ 
time. 

He  was  united  in  marriage  with  Sarah,  daughter  of  Daniel  and 
Elizabeth  (nee  Mathias)  Bare,  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  and 
to  them  were  born  ten  children, — Elizabeth,  who  married  Martin  D.  Barn- 
clollar;  Albert,  Mary,  Daniel,  Almira,  who  married  William  J.  Yeager; 
Edwin,  Annie  C.,  Adella,  who  married  Edward  Bender;  Flora  and  Harry. 
He  united  with  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  in  the  Aughwiek  congregation 
in  1840:  the  Dry  Valley  congregation  called  him  to  the  deacon’s  office  in 
1868;  to  the  ministry  in  1870,  and  later  had  him  ordained.  He  was  the  origin¬ 
ator  and  prime  mover  in  the  establishment  of  a  Home  for  Old  People  in 
the  Middle  District.  He  attended  many  district  meetings  and  frequently 
went  to  General  Conference,  representing  his  congregation  at  different 
times.  He  died  June  28,  1919.  Funeral  conducted  by  William  J.  Swigart;  in¬ 
terment  in  Mt.  Rock  Cemetery  near  Lewistown,  Pa. 

ANDREW  SPANOGLE.  SR. 

John  Spanogle,  son  of  Andrew  and  Catherine  Lutz  Spanogle,  members 
of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  was  born  near  Newton  Hamilton,  Mifflin 
County,  Pa.,  November  25,  1816.  He  received  but  a  common  school  educa¬ 
tion  and  pursued  farming  for  a  living.  He  was  united  in  marriage  with 
Catherine,  daughter  of  George  and  Rebekah  Myers,  January  31,  1839.  To 
them  were  born  seven  children,  George  M.,  William  L.,  Rebekah  J.,  Cath¬ 
erine,  Mary  Ann,  Amanda  L.,  and  Elizabeth  L. 

He  united  with  the  church  of  the  Brethren  in  the  Aughwiek  congrega¬ 
tion,  where  he  spent  most  of  his  life.  He  was  called  to  the  ministry  in  1844, 
and  ordained  October  16,  1871.  He  died  suddenly,  February  4,  1881.  James 
Quinter  conducted  the  funeral  services  in  the  Germany  Valley  house,  where 
the  deceased  had  preached  for  over  forty-four  years.  Interment  in  the 
cemetery  near  the  church. 

Jacob  Spanogle,  son  of  Andrew  and  Catherine  (Lutz)  Spanogle,  was 
born  in  Germany  Valley,  Huntingdon  County,  Pa.,  on  November  13,  1814. 
In  his  early  life  he  was  engaged  in  the  tanning  business,  first  in  Rosebury, 
Perry  County,  Pa.,  and  later  was  a  partner  of  the  North  American  Tannery 
at  Lewistown,  Pa.  When  he  moved  to  Philadelphia,  about  1865  he  was  a 
dealer  in  leather. 

He  united/ with  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  when  twenty-five  years 
old.  “As  his  life  advanced  he  manifested  more  zeal  for  the  cause  of  Christ, 
ever  anxious  and  ardent  in  the  service  of  the  Master.  He  served  honorably 
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and  effciently  as  minister  for  thirty  years” — nineteen  of  these  in  Hunting¬ 
don  and  Perry  counties.  In  1865  he  moved  to  Philadelphia,  where  he  served 
the  church  for  eleven  years.  During  these  years  “his  house  was  often  a  home 
for  the  homeless.  Iiis  door  was  one  from  which  the  poor  and  needy  were 
not  turned  away.” 

He  was  returning  home  from  a  business  trip  of  about  two  weeks.  In  the 
city,  as  he  approached  a  street  car  to  go  home,  he  fell  down  unconscious, — 
was  picked  up  and  taken  to  the  Philadelphia  hospital,  and  then  removed  to 
his  home.  Though  he  suffered  much,  he  never  murmured.  He  died  from 
heart  disease,  April  18,  1876.  Funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Isaac 
Price,  assisted  by  Jacob  T.  Myers,  and  “his  body  was  laid  to  rest  among  the 
fathers  of  the  Church  in  America.” 

Harry  A.  Spanogle,  son  of  Andrew  Jr.,  and  Sarah  (nee  Bare)  Spanogle. 
members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  and  he  a  bishop  for  many  years, 
was  born  near  Loysburg,  Pa.,  July  6,  1865.  He  received  a  common  school 
education  and  has  made  his  living  in  various  pursuits — farming,  milling  and 
baking. 

He  was  united  in  marriage  with  Annie,  daughter  of  John  M.  and 
Amanda  (nee  Hoover)  Mohler,  members  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren,  and 
he  a  bishop,  the  union  being  solemnized  by  John  M.  Mohler,  March  30,  1893. 
The  bride  had  attended  the  Mifflin  County  schools,  Lewistown  Academy, 
and  Brethren’s  Normal  at  Huntingdon,  Pa.  In  1887,  she  united  with  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren  while  attending  Juniata  College.  She  has  taught  a 
Sunday  school  class  since  1892,  and  served  as  president  and  vice-president 
of  the  Lewistown  Aid  Society.  To  this  union  three  children  were  born. 
— John  Paul,  Lois  Catherine  and  Joseph  Harry. 

He  united  with  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  in  the  Dry  Valley  congre¬ 
gation,  baptism  being  administered  by  John  M.  Mohler,  September  25,  1892. 
This  congregation  called  him  to  the  ministry  June  3,  1894;  and  the  Lewis¬ 
town  congregation  had  him  ordained  through  the  laying  on  of  hands  by 
Walter  S.  Long  and  John  C.  Swigart,  December  19,  1916.  He  has  represented 
his  congregation  at  District  Meetings  often,  and  at  General  Conference 
three  times.  He  has  been  superintendent  or  teacher  in  the  Sunday  school 
since  September  26,  1892;  was  the  first  superintendent  of  Sunday  school  in 
the  city  of  Lewistown — then  called  the  Old  Toll  Gate  School.  Up  to  June 
1915,  when  a  pastor  was  secured,  he  did  most  of  the  preaching  in  the  Lewis¬ 
town  Church.  For  two  years  he  served  Shamokin  and  Mt.  Carmel  Missions 
for  the  Mission  Board  of  Eastern  District  of  Pennsylvania.  During  1898  he 
was  pastor  in  Harrisburg,  Pa.;  served  as  bishop  of  Tyronne  congregation 
one  year;  vice-president  of  the  Sunday  school  Association  of  Middle  District, 
Pa.  for  1913;  member  of  the  District  Mission  Board  1913-18,  and  placed  back 
on  the  board  for  five  years,  in  1924.  For  many  years  they  operated  an  apart¬ 
ment  house  known  as  the  “Pennsylvania  Apartments!’  at  Sebring,  Florida. 
They  are  now  retired  and  their  address  is  Sebring,  Florida.

HISTORY  OF  THE  BUCK  FAMILY 


Glu+fUe/i  3 

The  Abram  and  Mary  Spanogle  Buck  family  traveled  by  covered  wagon 
from  Warrior’s  Mark  Valley,  Pennsylvania,  to  Northern  Illinois,  where  they 
took  settlement  in  the  Pine  Creek  community  ten  miles  east  of  Polo,  Illi¬ 
nois.  This  was  a  very  heavily  timbered  section  of  the  country.  There  were 
walnut,  hickory  and  butternut  trees  and  hazelnut  bushes  without  number. 
Nor  did  the  bushy-tailed  little  animals  get  all  the  nuts,  as  going  to  the 
woods  for  our  supply  was  our  annual  picnic.  By  hard  and  persistent  effort 
the  land  was  cleared,  each  of  the  boys  receiving  a  farm.  The  land  was  very 
fertile  and  today  Northern  Illinois  land  is  very  valuable.  These  six  broth¬ 
ers  at  one  time  lived  not  many  miles  apart.  But  four  of  them  were  lured 
farther  West,  Uncles  Jake  and  John  going  to  Kansas,  Uncle  Tobias  to  Mis¬ 
souri  and  Uncle  Sam  finally  to  South  Dakota.  The  two  remaining  in  Illinois 
were  Uncle  Andrew  and  my  father,  Henry.  This  accounts  for  so  many  de¬ 
scendants,  direct  and  indirect,  living  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Being 
separated  in  those  years  was  like  saying  “farewell,”  so  far  as  receiving  mail. 
I  am  happy  to  be  living  at  the  present  time  when  we  cousins  can  contact 
one  another  in  a  few  hours,  if  no  more  than  “Just  a  card  to  keep  in  touch.
